THE MINES OF ARIZONA. 

The San Francisco Bulletin has an enteftein- 
ing article upon the antiquity of the mines upon 
the Pacific coast, and especially those of Arizo- 
na and Sonora. We quote as follows: 


In 1700, the rich mines of North Sineloa were 
opened. Jn 1730, the Planchasde la Plata, of 
Arizona, or masses of native silver, were found. 
Then we had, in L770, the great placers of Cle- 
naquilla, to the vorth of Hermosillo, where the 
immense chispa of 70 pounds—sent to the cabi- 
net ot the King of Spain—and several mUions 
besides, were picked up. After this came the 
discoveries farther to the north, on the rivers 
which fluw into the Gila from ‘the south, and 
also the headwaters of the Sonora river, and 
those of the Oposura and Yaqui, which inte: lock 
with the tributaries of the Gila, in the country of 
the Opatas, Tarahumaras, Yanos, and Apaches ; 
which before 1800, bad by spasmodic starts, yield- 
ed large quantities of gold. ‘Ibis section of the 
present Arizona, and as far up as the Navajos, 
and east to the Comanche range, 13 kuown 1n 
Mexico as the Apacharia, of which the most 
apparent fabulous stories have been told. from 
1700 to 1863, concerning the existence of m- 
mense mines and deposits of gold, quicksilver 
ailver and copper, both in veins “and pare metal, 
which are’ every day proving the truth of the 
accounts of the old missionaries and gambucinos.

hec alluded to, will form the golden page in Mns- 

tory——the one never to be obliterated.

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COL. WOOLSEY’S EXPEDITION. 

The absorbing topic of interest and discussion 
in this part of the Termtory, is the expedition 
against the Pinal Apaches, commanded by Lt. 
Gol. King S. Woolsey, which started out on the 
29th ult. Jt is composed of an hundred men, 
representing all of the main mining and ranching, 
districts, and is a very formidable movement 
against the savages. With scarcely an exception 
the men are used to mountain travel, cool, coura- 
geous and edduring. Moreover they have had 
much experience in Indian fighting, and having! 
suffered greatly from the recent depredations, 
they are eager to chastise the wily foe. The 
sucess they have already met is, we trust, but an 
indication of that which will attend their march. 
Under date of Ash creek, April 2d, Col, Woolsey 
writes to Cecretary McCormick : 

I renched here this evening on my return from 
the mountains west of the San Francisco. We 
juwped a rancheria of Apaches yesterday, and 
lulled fourteen, Iam on my way to the rendez- 
vous on the head-waters of the Agua Fria. We 
have sent thirty five man back across the divide 
tu night under P. McCannon. ‘They will be ata 
rancheria early to morrow morning—and will be 
apt to have a fight--also one next day. On 
‘Tuesday thay are to join us. We will all meet 
in the upper valley.of the San Francisco on 
Wednesday next, to start for Big Rump’s village 
on the Salt River.” . : 

Please burry up Captain Welker with the addi 
tional provisions, as we will be short before we 
get back. If we are kept in food we will punish 
the red thieves severely. Jtis bard to see our 
brave men bare-footed and poorly clad, aud they 
ought at least to have an abundant supply of 
provisions. Bettor men never followed any one 
to battle. A. Togalls was wounded to day by an 
arrow. Dr. Alsop dressed the wounds, and he 
is resting well. Che soldiers with mo fight like 
old bands. Qharles Beach killed three Indians. 
Holman one. Four of the boys are with 
McCannon to-night. - ' 

This looks like work, and is fully confirmed in 
a note of the same date from Mr. Henry Clifton, 
who says: 

On the first of April, some eight or ten miles 
east of Black Canon, on Bradshaw's diggings, we 
surprised a rancheria of Indians, and killed four- 
teen of them. We found no stock, but plenty of 
signs In the shape of horses tails, and ox-hides. 
Aol. Woolsey ‘recoguized one piece of hide as be- 
longing to a large stock bull, which he brought 
to the Agua Fria Ranch, from hia ranch on the 
Gila. The piece of hide bad a brand on 1t which 
several others recognized. On the first, while we 
were at Gane Creek, Artemus Ingalls, came into 
camp with two arrow wounds, one in the back 
and the other in the right shoulder. He bad 
been hunting with a party. Abouta mile from 
camp, they separated. and as he was coming alone 
around a rocky point he was surprised by five or 
six Apaches. Deeming discretion the better 
part of valor, he took to his heels. On reaching 
camp hig wounds were dressed by Dr. Alsop, and 
although I think he is badly injured, it is the 
general impression that he will recover. Indian 
hunting tries the men severely—many are already 
foot-sore, but ull are in good spirits. If we can 
be supplied with provisions, we will give the 
Apachea a good punishment. ` 


In a uote to Major Willis, Col. Woolsey gives 
some ‘interesting particulars : 


The Indians were all Tontos and Pinala, but 
the arrows are like those of the Yapapais and 
Mobaves. At the rancheria they were making 
nearly à thousand of the same kind. I think 
they inténded to make us suppose that the Mo- 
haves and, Yumas are committing depredations. 
L have never ‘before scen arrows of this kind 
among the Apaches. The Moccasons all belonged 
to the latter. .

The 
supply of provisions contributed from this post 
consisted simply of flour, bacon and coffee for 
sixty men for thirty days. Much more will be 
needed to keep the large party on the war path 
for fifty or sixty days the shortest time in which 
they can accomplish all thatis desired. Sub- 
acription lists have been opened for obtaining 
funds to procure additional supplies from Ante- 
lope. Captain Walker volunteers to convey 
them to the expedition within twenty days. We 
are glad to know that many hberal donations 
have been made, and we earnestly urge all to give 
freely, If we would have peace and prosperity, 
and secure the increase of population we so much 
wish, we must put an end to the Apache disturb 
ances. Nothing will so surely hasten the occu- 
pation and development cf the Territory—and no 
consummation is so devontly desired by all who 
have the best interests af this nch mineral coun- 
try at heart. 


THE CHAVEZ CUT-OFF. 

To-day Lt. Col. Chavez returned from his 
explorations for a direct road from here to the 
Little Colorado, at the point where the Whipple 
road first reaches it from the East, that is to say 
about 90 miles West of Zuni. Surveyor General 
Clark and General Carleton, were both of the 
opinion that such a cut off could be found, and 
the latter authorized Col. Chavez to make search 
for it, and to return by it if practicable, to the 
Rio Grande. We are happy to announce that 
Col. Chavez reports a wagon road, well supplied 
with wood, water and grass. Going from here 
to Woolsey's Ranch, 30 miles, nearly South, the 
general direction from there is North Easterly, 
over a comparatively open and level country, 
saving forty miles of heavy timber, cedar, pine 
and pinon. The San Francisco river is crossed 
in the upper valley, four miles above the point 
where the (Fovernor’s party surprised the Indian 
rancheria. There is but, one large canon upon 
the ronte, that called by the Colonel, the Gathe- 
dral Canon, owing to its curious formation. It 
is described as much less formidable than [ell 
Canon onthe Pishon road 15 miles North of 
here, ‘Che Chavez cut-off, will save between 
seventy and cighty miles of travel from the Rio 
(hande to the new gold fields and some sixty 
miles in coming to this post. In opening this 
new and direct connection with the Whipple 
road, the Colonel has rendered timely and most 
important service, both to Arizona and to New 
Mexico. We congratulate him, and the General 
Jommanding, upon their gagacity in the matter, 
and we have no doubt that when the roads from 
here to Fort Monave and La Paz are properly 
developed, we shall have a continuous route from 
the Rio Grande to the great Colorado, and to the 
Pacific, much superior to any npon the continent. 
About 60 miles North-East fiom here, Colonel 
Chavez discovered a handsome lake, a mile in 
length and of nearly the same width, which he 
named Lake Carleton. Ile gave names to the 
various springs, streams, and camps on the road, 
all of which will doubtless appear in his official 
report, which we hope to publish. The Colonel 
with Litut. Robinson and the balance of Co. H, 
Lith Missouri Volunteers, and the necessary 
wagons, will leave here on Sunday next, for the 
Rio Grande, via the new road aud Fort Wingate. 
We wish them a safe and speedy journey, and 
have no doubt that they will give a good report 

of our now country, and its prospeets.

THE GOLD AND SILVER MINES. 


As the Executive branch of the Government 
has repeatedly recommended the establishment} 
of a seigniorage upon mines of precious metals, 
the annual product thereof is an interesting mat- 
ter. The estimate on this head was published 
some time since in tie Bankers Magazine, to 
which a California commercial journal touk ex- 
ception ag extravagart, but the Government 
sources of isformativn are official, not only in 
Qulifornia, but in Nevada, Washington, Idaho, 
Utah. Colorado, Dakotab, Nebraska, New Mex! 
co, Oregon, Arizona, &c. The exports at San 
Francisco alone, for 1863. are estimated at 
$40,000,000, to which $10,000,000 must be 
added for receipte by private bands. ‘To the 
sum of the above a third is to be added for what 
was retained in the gold region for currency in 
carrying on vast enterprises at very heavy cost. 
Many regions only began of late to be fully de- 
veloped. Of these are Nevada, which is set 
down for a produce of $12,000,000 of silver in 
1363, and Oregon, which will yield a million dol- 
lars monthly of goid and silver. ‘The metalifer- 
ous region in the great basin of the Colorado is 
estimated at over four million acres. 

The «nount of gold and silver produced 
throughout the world in 1863 13 officially esti- 
muted as follows : California, $70,000,000 ; other 
portions of the United Sfavés, $20,000 000 ; 
British Columbia, $6,000,000 ; Wexico, 25,000,- 
000; South America, $13.000,000; Russia, 
322.000,000 ; Austria, $75,000,000; New Zea 
lund and British Colonies, $42,000,000 ; other 
countries, ${18.000,000. Total, about $270,000,- 
000, or quadruple the product before the discov- 
ary of gold in California. Nearly all this 
increase has been in the United States and in 
the South Pacific Islands, including Austraha—~- 
| National Totelligencer.]

AMERICA, IN CONGRFSS ASSEMBLED, That all that 

part of the present ‘Territory of New Mexico sit 

uate west ofa line running due south from the 
point where the southwest corner of the Territory 
of Colorado joins the northern boundary of the 

Territory of New Mexico to the southern bounda 

ry line of said ‘Territory of New Mexico be, and 

the same is hereby, erected into a temporary 
government by the name of the Territory of Ari- 
zona: Provided, that nothing contained in the 
provisions of this act shall be construed to pro- 
hibit the Congress of the United States from 
dividing said Territory or changing-its bounda- 
ries in such manier and at such time as it may 
deem proper: Provided, farther, That said gov- 
ernment shall be maintained and continued until 
such time as the people residing in said Ternto- 

ry shall, with the consent of Congress, form a 

State government, republican in form, as pre- 

scribed in the Constitution of the United States,

Bat at length science and experiment have 
overcome thia difficulty, and the recent reports 
from Colorado give warrant to the belief that 
the yield of 1864 will not be less than $30,000,000 
In the opinion of Prof. Kent, of the New York 
Assay Office, “ Colorado will in five years rival 
California.” 

Tbe climate of Colorade is mild and salubri- 
ous, and the record of mortality since its settle- 
ment presents à most favorable exhibit of ite 
healthfulness. In an agricultural point of view 
our ‘Territory possesses many advantages not 
common to minerul; ‘gions. ‘The great plains 
and parks are covered with a tbnfty natural 
growth of grass, and all the valleys and bottom- 
lands are susceptible of a high and profitable state 
of cultivation.

MORE TROOPS. 

It is matter of nutonety that for many years 
past nothing has so seriously retarded the settle- 
ment and development of this Territory as the 
want of suflicient troops to subdue the Apaches.

We trust that the present Congress will not 
adjouro, without making apple provision for an 
increase of mail facihties to New Mexico. That 
Territory bad, by the censps. of 1860. a popula- 
tion of over 93,000, ranking first of all our Ter 
ritories. Its productions are various and large. 
‘Thus, by the census, we find ita production of 
copper for the year ending January lst, 1860, to 
be $415,900 ; flour and meal. $374,000 ; amount 
inveated in industrial establish ments, over $2.000 
060 ; agsessed value of real estate over $7.000,- 
000. and of personal property, nearly $15,000,000, 
It ranks number ten amung all the States and 
Territories in the vamber of its sheep, and its 
production of wheat exceeds tbat of either of the 
New England States. The annual trade of this 
Terntory with the States, 18 immense and rapid- 
ly increasing. Last year ıt àmonnted to an sg- 
gregate of pear 15,000,000 of pounds, valued at 
between two and thru nullions of dollars.

Its Government 13 pow ip lull 
operation, and the discoveries of rich und ealeo- 
sive deposits of the precious metals which ‘have 
lately been made ım that Territory, fully confirm- 
ing what had long been known ot its extraordi- 
valy mineral wealt, , will doubtless attract to at 
rapidly a very large populat, on. 

In view of all these considerations, we do not 
see how Congress, in justice to the peuple of 
those distant, yet moet important and rapidly 
developing portions of our great country, or the 
general interests of trade and territorial growth, 
can hesitate to establish a daily mail route from 
this city to Santa Fe, iv place of the present 
weekly route. ‘
